In his talk, Mr. Peter Soar, a solicitor, outlined the historical development of 
ing systems which led to the planned growth of villages, particularly in Cambridge- 
cc. A Royal Commission in 1937 argued the case for population dispersal; this had

= Bar Hill Village, essentially an experiment in planning for a community, was placed 
‘geographically to fill in a gap in the outer "necklace" of expanding villages, allowing 
for population dispersal. It seemd that there was now a revision of policy of the 
planning Authority, involving the admission of science-based industry to the city and 
allowing for a further increase in the city population of some 10,000.
